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The general health of the patients and staff has been 
satisfactory.

Members of the Committee have regularly visited 
the patients and inspected the wards at each monthly 
meeting. 


Two Commissioners of the Board of Control paid a 
visit of inspection on the 8th December last, and left a 
satisfactory report. The Headquarters Inspector of 
the Ministry of Pensions has also visited the Service 
patients detained in the Hospital. 


Deputations from Public Assistance Committees 
have visited the patients in the Institution chargeable 
to their respective Districts and in all cases have ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the care and attention given 
to the patients. 


The Contract with the Eastbourne Town Council for 
the reception into the Mental Hospital of patients from 
that County Borough has been extended for a further 
period of five years from the Ist April, 1931. 


The plans for the erection of an Admission Hospital 
on the Beechmont Estate have been approved by the 
Board of Control but in view of the present financial 
stringency the Council decided to suspend proceedings 
for the time being. 


The alterations to and furnishing of Beechmont 
House for the reception of Private Patients have been 
completed and the building was formally opened by his 
Worship the Mayor on the 6th February, 1932. 


The conversion of the old stables at Beechmont into 
two cottages has been completed at a cost of £930. 
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The scheme for the improved heating of the patients’ 
wards is still under consideration and the Committee 
hope to report thereon to the Council at an early date. 


A superannuation allowance was granted to Sister 
Maud B. Overal, who retired on account of ill health 
after 12 years’ service. 


On the 6th June last the Committee reported to the 
Council with a synopsis of the accounts for the year 
ended 3lst March, last, and these accounts appear in 
the Committee’s Blue Book. 


The prescribed increases of pension under the Pensions 
(Increase) Acts, 1920 and 1924 granted to pensioners 
of the Institution eligible to receive them have, with the 
concurrence of the Contributing Authorities, been further 
continued to 3lst March, 1932. 


The administration of the Institution has continued 
to run smoothly and the Committee desire to record 
their appreciation of the manner in which Dr. Harper 
Smith and the members of his Staff have discharged 
their duties during the year.

MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Visiting Committee. 


Mr. CHAIRMAN, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


I have the honour to submit the Twenty-Eighth 
Annual Report of the Brighton County Borough Mental 
Hospital, being the Seventy-third Report since the 
opening of the Hospital. 


The admissions during the year 1931 have been 
Males 98, Females 155, Total 253. Of the male patients 
admitted 93 were certified patients, 4 voluntary and 
1 temporary. Of the female patients 144 certified, 
9 voluntary and 2 temporary. 


The discharges and transfers during the year have 
been :—Males, certified 52, voluntary 3, and temporary I, 
total 56. Females 86 certified, 4 voluntary, and 1 tem- 
porary, total 91. 


The deaths during the year have been, Males certified 
32, total 32. Females 57 certified, 1 voluntary, total 58. 
Compared with the year ending 3lst December, 1930, 
the number of patients chargeable to Brighton has in- 
creased by 10. The total number remaining in the Hospital 
has increased by 16. The average daily number resident 
during the year has been, Males 356, Females 550, 
total 906. ‘The number of patients in the Hospital on 
December 3lst was Males, 356 certified, 1 voluntary, 
total 357. Females, 547 certified, 4 voluntary, 1 tem- 
porary, total 552. ‘Total Male and female, 909. One 
female patient was absent “on trial.”

The number of indirect admissions, that is patients 
transferred from other Mental Hospitals, was Males 9, 
Females 9, total 18. ‘Thirty males and 55 females were 
discharged recovered during the year giving a percentage 
of recoveries calculated on direct admissions of 33.7 per 
cent. for males, and 37.9 per cent. for females. 


The following casualties occurred during the year:— 
A. H. Right Colles, slipped in Ward. R.T.P. left 
colles, slipped in Ward. E.P.H. fracture left humer- 
ous, slipped from chair in Ward. E.A.M. colles fracture 
right wrist, slipped when getting out of bath. C.P. 
colles fracture left wrist, slipped and fell when getting 
up from a chair. A.A. Surgical Neck right humerous 
fractured, found when being got up by Day Staff. 
M.G. colles fracture left wrist, pushed down by a patient 
in the ward. F.M.P. left colles, fell accidentally in 
the garden. M.J.G. fracture left femur, fell out of 
bed. C.B. dislocation left humerous, pushed over by 
another patient in ward. D.A.C. fracture of left 
femur, while going to lavatory with a Nurse slipped and 
fell. S.H. fracture of phalanx of finger of lett hand, 
pushed over by another patient. A.B. fracture disloca- 
tion left elbow joint, pushed over by another patient. 


‘One inquest was held during the year on a female 
patient who died as a result of attempting suicide by 
drowning before she was admitted to the Hospital. 


The death rate for the year was 9.0 per cent. for Males, 
and 10.5 per cent for females. 
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The general health of the patients has been satis- 
factory. 


Three male patients were notified as suffering from 
tuberculosis during the year. 


Three male patients and 2 female patients suffered 
from Erysipelas. 


Deputations from the Eastbourne Public Assistance 
Committee visited the Hospital on 18th February and 
21st October. They visited the patients chargeable 
to their County Borough and left favourable reports. 


Doctor R. Cunyngham Brown and Mr. Cyril F. 
Penton, Commissioners of the Board of Control visited 
the Hospital on 7th December, 1931. 


Doctor Forward, Headquarters Inspector, Ministry 
of Pensions visited on the 29th December, 1931. 


The average number of male patients on full parole 
has been 58. 


The average number of female patients on full parole 
has been 30. 


On 113 occasions 15 male patients have had week-end 
leave at their homes. 


Thirty-four male patients on 116 occasions have 
been out for the day or part of a day with friends or 
members of the Staff. 


On several occasions parties of male patients have 
accompanied the Football and Cricket teams in chars-a- 
banc to away matches. 


Parties of patients have visited the Fétes held in 
Victoria Park, Haywards Heath, and a party of 56 male 
patients visited the County Cricket Ground at Hove 
to see the match between Sussex and Yorkshire. 


Twenty-four female patients have been away from 
the Hospital staying with friends for a few days on 
several occasions. 
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Forty-five female patients attended a Pantomine in 
Brighton. They were the guests of the Mayor of Brighton 
who made allarrangements for them. 68 female patients 
attended picnics at the seaside. 216 patients were taken 
for char-a-banc rides. 


Nineteen female patients attended the Haywards 
Heath Carnival which is held in aid of the King Edward 
VII. Memorial Hospital. 


Thirty nine female patients were invited by the Local 
Hospitals to attend the Hospital Féte in Victoria Park 
and were given free admission. ‘They were allowed leave 
of absence until 11.80 p.m. 


243 female patients were taken out for walks by 
their relatives or friends during the year. 


There are four ladies who have each adopted a 
female ward, and they have all taken a keen interest 
in their patients and have been very generous, keeping 
their wards supplied with flowers, books and papers. 
Many of their patients have been entertained by them 
away from the Hospital, and one of the ladies presented 
a wheel-chair for the use of helpless patients in her 
ward. 


The Annual Féte was held on the 30th July and was 
greatly enjoyed by the patients and their friends. 


A Canteen was opened on the 19th November, 1931, 
and now stocks fruit, groceries, tobacco, cigarettes and 
sweets. A room was found in the centre block which had 
previously been used as a linen store. The Canteen is 
greatly appreciated by the patients and is doing satis- 
factorily. 


The Football especially continues a matter of interest 
to a large number of patients. The Staff team at 
present are the holders of the Sussex County Inter- 
mediate and Mid-week Cups, the Montgomery Cup for 
the 2nd year and the Mid-Sussex League Division 1 
Championship Shield for the third year. 
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Mr. M. Waterer, the Farm Bailiff, left the service of 
the Committee on llth February, 1931. Mr. H. B. 
Jesse was appointed as Working Farm Bailiff and 
started duty on the 10th February, 1931. 


I again wish to thank the Medical Staff and Heads 
of Departments for their loyal co-operation and willing 
service in the work of the Hospital. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank you and Members of 
the Committee for the support and encouragement 
extended to me in carrying out the duties of my Office.

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THE REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN. 


THE VICARAGE, 


HAYWARDS HEATH. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


It is again my duty to present to you a report on the 
Chaplain’s work for the year: and I again wish to 
express my appreciation of the valuable. character of 
the assistance and kindness shown by the Officers of 
the Hospital and all Members of the Staff. 


In the actual appointments of the Chapel little change 
has been made. One great improvement has, however, 
been effected by the fixing of floodlights in the Chancel ; 
the cost of this has been defrayed from the contributions 
given in the boxes at the doors of the Chapel. No 
change has been made in the order of the services. 
There has been a celebration of the Holy Communion 
on the first Sunday of the month and on Whit-Sunday 
and Christmas Day. Morning Prayer with Sermon at 
10 o'clock and Evensong at 3. ‘There was also Morning 
Prayer on Ash Wednesday, Good Friday, Ascension Day, 
and Christmas Day. In addition, arrangements were made 
for the patients to listen in to the Cenotaph Service 
on the llth November. 


I desire to express my appreciation of the services 
rendered by Mr. F. Knight, the Organist and Choir- 
master, and the members of the Choir throughout the 
year. In addition to their ordinary work, they sang 
Stainer’s “‘ Crucifixion’ on Palm Sunday, and Thomas 
Adams’ “‘ I'he Holy Child’ on Christmas Day. These 
two additions to the musical services were much appreci- 
ated ; while the admirable lead given by the choir in 
the ordinary services has encouraged the patients to 
take their full share in them. 
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Prayers have been said daily on the week days in the 
Male and Female Dining Halls; and also weekly in 
Male and Female Wards VI.; on Sunday Mornings 
in Male Ward V., and on Sunday afternoons in Female 
Wards V. and IX. 


The Wards, Laundry and Sanatorium have been 
visited every week ; and some visits have been paid to 
the Recreation Hall on Wednesdays, during visiting 
time: 


Thirty-three burials have been conducted in the 
Cemetery during the year; and the arrangements for 
these have been reverently and satisfactorily carried 
out by the Staff. 


New arrangements have been made for the changing 
of the Library books, which, it is hoped, will result 
satisfactorily. ‘The object of the new plan is to secure 
more frequent changes. It is also intended to build up 
by degrees the non-fictional element in the Libraries 
on both sides of the Hospital. It should perhaps be 
added that the trend of modern fiction makes it in- 
creasingly difficult to secure a large supply of suitable 
and unobjectionable books for the use of the patients. 


During the course of the year, I have been assisted 
by the Rev. F. Gwynne Davies, the Rev. V. C. Roberts, 
and the Rev. Dr. Litle, who, I regret to say, died some- 
what suddenly during August. ‘Their services I grate- 
fully acknowledge.

The Dental Surgeon has the honour to lay before the 
Committee his Annual Report. 


The number of patients attended since January, 1931, 
has been 894; Males 421, Females 473. 


The number of teeth extracted has been 799, gas 
being administered in 99 cases, the remainder being 
extracted with local anzesthetic. 


The number of patients to have their teeth scaled 
and cleaned was 27. 


A number of patients have had their teeth fitted and 
repaired. 


The Dental Surgeon wishes to thank the Medical 
Officers for their kind assistance in the administration 
of N,O gas.

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THE REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
BOARD OF CONTROL. 


BRIGHTON MENTAL HOSPITAL, 
Sth December, 1931. 


We have to-day visited this Hospital and as a result 
of our inspection are glad to be able to report that it 
continues to be administered on progressive and up-to- 
date lines. 


The following are the changes which have taken place 
among the patients since Ist January, 1931 :—

The above changes leave on the books the names of 
359 men and 552 women, or a total of 911 patients in all. 
Private Patients number 61, in the proportion of 19 men 
to 42 women and there are 28 Service or Ex-Service 
patients. Out-Borough patients number 183, of whom 
158 (58 men and 100 women) are chargeable to East- 
bourne County Borough and 15 women are on contract 
from Napsbury Mental Hospital. 


There was one woman on trial to-day so that the 
number of patients actually in residence were 359 men 
and 551 women making a total of 910, of whom one 
woman is a temporary patient and one man and three 
women are voluntary patients. 
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The prescribed accommodation for this Hospital is 
for 271 patients by day and 356 patients by night on 
the male side, and for 445 patients by day and 576 by 
night on the female side. There is thus overcrowding 
to the extent of 88 patients by day and three by night 
on the male side, whilst the female side is overcrowded 
to the extent of 106 patients by day with vacancies for 
25 patients by night. Comparing these figures with 
those relating to overcrowding in our colleague’s report 
last year we find that the position has got worse and 
although some relief will be obtained by the transfer of 
about 12 female private patients to Beechmont, when 
that building is opened, and by the execution of a 
scheme which is under consideration for the removal 
of about 15 infirm male patients to Brighton Infirmary, 
it is apparent that the shortage of accommodation will 
still remain serious and is a continuing factor. In this 
connection we are very sorry to hear of the decision to 
postpone the erection of the Admission Hospital. 


The day-rooms were in excellent order and remarkably 
well supplied with papers, periodicals, books and games. 


During our tour of the wards we believe we saw all the 
patients in residence. We found them neatly dressed 
and for the most part contented and happy; we were 
much struck by their quiet and orderly behaviour and 
by the absence of noise in even the wards accommodating 
the less favourable type of patient. Such complaints 
as we received, other than on the ground of detention, 
proved on investigation to be without substance. 


We were glad to see an abundance of plants and flowers 
in all the wards and to note that it is found possible to 
preserve this state of affairs even in the more difficult 
wards, a fact which redounds greatly to the credit of 
the nursing staff and indicates that considerable care 
and trouble has been expended on their part in training 
their patients in this respect. 


The dormitories were in good order and clean and the 
patients’ night clothing and bedding were satisfactory. 
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It struck us, however, that many of the rooms, particu- 
larly the side rooms and the Infirmary and Admission 
ward on the female side, were undeniably cold and we 
consider it desirable that a better heating system should 
be installed as soon as possible. 


Amongst a number of low grade mentally deficient 
boys whom we found in male Ward 8, we noticed a boy 
aged 9, whom we consider to be educable and capable 
of training. We were informed that he is subject to 
epileptic fits and would suggest that endeavours should 
be made to get him transferred to an epileptic colony. 
He has only recently been admitted to this Hospital 
and we fear that if he remains in his present position in 
contact with low grade cases he will rapidly deteriorate. 


Amongst the alterations and improvements com- 
pleted since the last visit may be mentioned :—The con- 
version of Beechmont into a residence for female private 
patients, the replacement of old baths by new ones in 
the female general bathroom, the provision of an in- 
ternal telephone system, the modernising of two padded 
rooms, the conversion of a drapery store into a Canteen 
and the provision of two new baths and four lavatory 
basins in the Sanatorium. Works now in progress 
comprise the modernising of two further padded rooms 
and the replacement of antiquated water closets by 
closets of a modern pattern in the female sleeping 
gallery. 


We were very pleased to hear that a handicraft class 
comprising raffia work, embroidery, leather work, etc., 
has been started in the Recreation Hall under the guid- 
ance of a lady instructor from Brighton. We have no 
doubt that this form of treatment will be found of great 
benefit to the patients and that in due course oppor- 
tunity will be taken to increase its scope. 


Fourteen men and 30 women are granted parole beyond 
the estate and 57 men have parole within the grounds ; 
in addition one male ward is open to the grounds and 
four female wards are open to the ward gardens. 
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The general health has been good since last visit and 
with the exception of one case of enteric fever, one of 
dysentery, one of influenza and six of chicken pox, there 
has been no occurrence of disease of an epidemic character. 
There have been, however, four cases of Erysipelas and 
five of tuberculosis, the number of cases of this last 
named disease now in the Hospital being 16 in all— 
six on the male side and ten on the female side. 


The mortality rate for the year ending 3lst December 
last was 9.58 per cent. among the males and 8.95 per cent. 
among the female patients or 9.2 per cent for the com- 
bined sexes. 


Since our colleague’s last visit 120 patients have died, 
all, with one exception, from natural causes. In the 
excepted case, which was the subject of a coroner’s 
inquest, death was due to broncho-pneumonia following 
self-immersion in a lake prior to admission. 


The principal causes of death, verified we are pleased 
to see in no less than 107 cases, were as follows :— 
General Paralysis (6), Epilepsy (4), organic brain disease 
(26), heart disease (48), pneumonia (17), tuberculosis (5), 
and in the remainder to a large number of physical 
diseases not calling for particular mention. 


During the same period there have been no less than 
17 serious but not fatal casualities, all, with one excep- 
tion involving fracture of bone. All appear to have 
been accidentally sustained and all, curiously enough, 
occurred in the female division. In this relation it 
may be that there is some significance in the fact that 
overcrowding, which exists on both sides of the Hospital, 
is more marked in the female division. In the excepted 
case the patient, a female, sustained burns on the hand 
whilst working onacalendar. Weinspected the machine 
and inquired into the circumstances, which, in the 
absence of the paid maid who was present at the time, 
appeared to us obscure. In the meantime we are pleased 
to hear that an order is in force prohibiting patients from 
working on this machine, which we think, however, 
should be the subject of further safety tests. 
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We gave particular attention to the patients who were 
under treatment in bed and satisfied ourselves that they 
ate in receipt of kindly and efficient nursing and skilled 
medical treatment. 


Fully recognising that in a large and important 
Hospital like this there can be no real substitute for 
an Admission Hospital providing entirely separate 
accommodation for recently admitted patients in an 
eatly stage of their illness, removed and screened from 
the buildings in which are treated those who suffer from 
chronic mental disorder, we nevertheless consider that 
certain improvements might be effected without in- 
curring any considerable capital expenditure which 
would supplement existing services to the advantage of 
the patients. 


For example we should like to see the provision of 
verandahs in connection with some of the wards and 
especially on the south side of the Sanatorium in order 
that tuberculous patients might be wheeled in bed from 
the wards to the verandahs for continuous open-air 
treatment. In this relation we note that the ratios both 
of incidence and of mortality from tuberculosis are high 
in this Hospital as compared with the corresponding 
rates for all Mental Hospitals. Thus the incidence 
rate for the Hospital is 10.4 per thousand of population 
as compated with the average for all mental hospitals 
of 8.0 per thousand, and the mortality rate from this 
disease in the Hospital is 8.1 per thousand as compared 
with 6.3 per thousand of population for all mental 
hospitals. 


Again whilst a satisfactory liaison between the Hos- 
pital and the consulting staff of the Royal Sussex County 
Hospital already exists both through Dr. Harper-Smith’s 
appointment on the staff of that Hospital and by the 
very valuable out-patient’s department he conducts 
there, we are aware of the extra work necessarily borne 
by the Medical Staff in connection with these essential 
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activities, which will be still further increased by the 
opening of Beechmont and we venture to suggest that 
the appointment of a third Assistant Medical Officer 
would be to the interests of both efficiency and economy. 


The present Nursing Staff consists of :-— 


13 male and 10 female nurses of charge rank. 
50 male and 56 female ordinary nurses. 


11 male and 12 female nurses for night duty. 


Of the total number 50 male and 37 female nurses are 
certificated or registered while 10 males and 16 females 
have passed the preliminary examination only.

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THE REPORT OF HEADQUARTERS MEDICAL 
INSPECTOR, MINISTRY OF PENSIONS. 


BRIGHTON County BorRouGH MENTAI, HOSPITAL, 


HAYWARDS HEATH. 


29th December, 1931. 


On a visit to this hospital to-day I have interviewed 
the 26 Pensioner Patients whose cost of maintenance 
and treatment is chargeable to the Ministry of Pensions. 
Of the number seen 25 are classified as Service Patients 
and one is on the footing of a Private Patient at the 
same maintenance charge as the Service Patients which 
at present is at the inclusive rate of 28/64 per week. 


The male side of the hospital comprises nine divisions 
giving estimated accommodation for 27] men by day 
and 356 by night, the total in residence to-day being 357. 


The wards presented a very bright and orderly ap- 
pearance, all of which had been elaborately decorated 
for Christmas in a variety of colour schemes with most 
pleasing effect. A special programme of entertainments 
had been arranged for Christmas and the New Year 
extending from December 15th to January 7th. | 


The dress and appearance of the men were most 
creditable, each patient having two blue serge suits in 
use at a time and, with the exception of four men whose 
habits are defective, allhave a complete outfit of under- 
clothing etc., for personal use. 


One patient refuses to draw his pocket money, and of 
the remainder four have 2/6 a week to spend themselves 
and others receive comforts to this value. A well stocked 
canteen has recently been opened on the premises, and 
is proving a convenience for those who have pocket money. 


One Officer Service Patient is allowed 10s. a week to 
spend on comforts. 
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The patients’ dietary is unchanged and gives satis- 
faction. The dinner served to-day consisted of corned 
beef with potatoes and bread and a treacle pudding, 
of which the men had liberal helpings. 


All visited were in good bodily health and had a well 
nourished appearance, but nearly all show evidence of 
chronic mental disorders for whom permanent care will 
be necessary. 


Since the previous visit on 2nd January, 1931, two 
patients have been admitted, and four have received 
their discharge on recovery, these being the only changes 
to record. 


Eleven Service Patients are on the employed list, 
three of whom are allowed parole. Up to the present 
no arrangements have been made for giving male patients 
instruction in handicrafts. 


During the winter season associated entertainments 
are arranged on three evenings a week and football, 
bowls etc., are played in the grounds. ‘The living rooms 
are well supplied with parlour games, literature etc. 


A surgeon dentist is attached to the hospital and 
pays weekly visits, other specialists being called in as 
occasion arises. 


As the result of my visit I can report most favourably 
on the conditions and care of the Ministry of Pensions 
patients who evidently receive much consideration and 
every attention. The men are well disciplined and gave 
the impression of being happy and contented. During 
a tour of the wards the quiet and orderly conduct of 
the patients was most noticeable. 


I have to gratefully acknowledge the courteous atten- 
tion received from Dr. Harper-Smith and his colleague 
Dr. Humphry during my visit.
